and take care to cure yourſelf, before you ape 
to reclaim others. de 


Complaiſance is the life of Geiety; he whs hath co 
none of it, is troubleſome to all around him; but hi 
F he who can uſe it with addreſs, may freely flatter I in 
himſelf that he ſhall pleaſe all thoſe with whom he ar 
converſes. Complaifance, however, ought to be WM »' 
governed by reaſon; for as a man'ought always 0 
to avoid carrying itthe length of meanneſs, fo he Wl 
ought never to carry it the length of a crime. Pe 
' Stiffneſs in opinion is a great enemy not only to Ml th 
complaiſance, but alſo to good ſenſe. It is impoſ- 
ſible for an opinionated man to ſubmit himſelf to be 
others; on which account, he rarely fails of falling Wl iu 
into the misfortune of being uneaſy to his com- le 
panions, and at laſt of being inſupportable to him- th 
ſelf. Endeavour, therefore, to be complaiſant 
with prudence, and firm in * Jour ſentiments with de 
WANs. 7-7: ; nc 
Take particular care, never to les any per W 
ſon's bodily deformity the ſubje& of your mirth; ch 
on the contrary, it ought to fill your heart with Cc 
gratitude to the ſupreme Being, who hath, in that 
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reſpect, been more favourable to you than to him; 
for it is purely owing to his goodneſs that wah 
have thoſe advantages which he wants. And if 
they be a gift, why fhould you boaſt of them, as 
if you had not received them?

And he who hath no tenderneſs for his 
own reputation, muſt be loſt to all ſenſe of vir- 
tue: On which account, Solon, in his Laws, 
preſumes, That he who will ſell his own fame, 
will ſell the public intereſt. Tis true many have 
improved this hint too far, and have blown up 
this native ſpark into ſuch flames of ambition, as 
have ſet the whole world in a combuſtion; Tuch 
as Alexander, Ceſar, with others, who ſacrificed 
hecatombs to their fame fed up to a prodigy by 
a canibal-diet! namely the fleſh of men. Let, 
even theſe extravagancies ſerve to evince the uni- | 
verſal conſent. of mankind, that reputation is a 
thing highly valuable and very deſireable. 

Covetouſneſs is the root of all evil, and even 
leads men (as an inſpired apoſtle faith) to err from 
the faith. It makes them to fall into numberleſs 
temptations and infernal ſnares; it drives them 
on to divers furious and dangerousluſts, which _ 
plunge them headlong into the pit of perdition. 
And that we may abhor, and give no entertain- 
ment to ſuch a' dangerous gueſt, the ſame apoſtle, 
elſewhere, calls it idolatry: and certainly he gives 
It this deſignation, becauſe whenever it gets the 
poſſeſſion of a man's heart, it immediately dilodges 
every tender feeling, and all regard to the ſu- 
preme Being.
